PUBLIC HEALTH. 


The American Association Discussing 
Various Sanitary Subjects. 

, INDIANAPOLIS, October 18.—The Ameri- 
can Public Health Association met again this 
morning with President Kedzie in the chair. 
The Executive Committee recommended the 
appointment of a Standing Committee on the 
National Museum of Hygiene to represent 
the interests ofthe association, and be the 
medium of communication between the Sur- 
geon-General of the Army and fhembers of 
the association, and to be specially charged 
with the dissemination of information. re- 
specting the museum, and the collection and 
transmission of contributions: desired to be 
deposited inthe museum. The report: was 
adopted. A paper by Dr. Joseph R. Smith, 
Medical Director of the Department 
of Texas, was read by Dei 
H. Rauch, Secretary of the Lilinois State 
Board of Health. It gave the results of ob- 
servations in regard tothe relative size of the 
liver and spleen, and the normal temperature 
in Texascattle. In the discussion of the pa- 
per Drs. Ryan, of Texas, and Hunt, of New 
Jersey, expressed the opinion that. the Texas 
cattle fever was a disease that developed 
when the animals were removed from their 
native State to other climates, and said that 
the study of the conditions of its development 
was most important in the interest of science 
and as the means of ascertaining the means 
of! preventing that and other similar 
forms,Of cattle diseases. Dr. Elisha Harris, 
of New York, especially urged that the full- 
est investigation of the pathology and ileogy 
of such diseases be promptly inade, and his 
name, with thatof Dr. J. R. Smith, wag 
added to the standing committee on cattle 
mdiseases. Dr. E. E. ~ Holim: in, of Chie ago, 
lll., read a paper on stock transportation in 
which he gave startling instances of the cru- 
elty practiced upon cattle and hogs during 
their long journeys from the West to Eastern 
markets. He said there was a habit of salt- 
ing cattle before they started and then leav. 
ing them one hundred hours without water 
the owners believing that the absence of 
fwaterin the animals would compensate for 
the disadvantayes “<a from the horrible 
cruelty practiced. Dr.’ * P. Wilson, of Ang 
Arbor,read a paper on “Wife on the Wheels 
estimating that there§were constantly a mil- 
lion and a half peop!+ traveling on railroads 
besides those employed on the lines. He was 
convinced that more attention should be 
given to the hygieni¢ needs of railway travel- 
ers and thought most the managers would be 
thankful for suggestions from the associa- 
tion. The absence of fresh air, of facilities 
for equable temperature and of nure water, 
he cited as points demanding immediate at- 
tention. The next paper was by Hon. Erastus 
Brooks, of New York, and read by Dr. Elisha 
Harris. It described the Board of Health 
system of New York State.

SLAVES OF THE COUNTER. 


St. Louis Grocers Moving in the Direc- 
tion of a Shorter Day’s Work. 

The grocers of St. Louis, who certainly 
have good reason to complain of their hard 
lot, have prepared and issued the following 
petition, which sets forth the matter they 
wish to ameliorate and the way in which they 
propose todo it. The statement of facts 
which they submitis a startling one, and 
those who have not yet been made acquainted 
with the arduous duties which members of 
this business are called upon to perform, will 
not withhold their sompathy from them in 
their movement fora sSymewhat easier life. 
The petition runs as follows: 

It will hardly be necessary here to point to 
the condition of the grocers of the city, which 
is more like the life of slavery in the broad- 
est sense of the word than that of a free man. 
Every one has proofs of this in his imme- 
diate neighborhood. It can, therefore, not 
but be weleomed with joy that the first step 
has been taken to send a few sunbeams into 
the dark side of the grocer’s life,and the pub- 
lie should eertertainly be as much interested 
in this strife as it was a few years ago 
in the strife of the drygoods clerks 
in this city, who were striving for the reduc- 
tion of the number of business hours and 
who were successful in their undertaking, but, 
who, in reality, had less cause than have the 
grocers of to-day. The former were hardly 
obliged to spend more than fourteen or 
fifteen hours daily in business, and they had 
the whole Sunday free, whereas the latter, 
with the exception ofa few, are obliged te 
be in their business from eighteen to twenty 
hours daily, and, on Sunday, not only eigh- 
teen or twenty hours, but, even a few hours 
longer. ‘The necessity for the curtailing of 
this never ending business-time is apparent 
from the fact that the demand for such eur- 
tailing did not originate with the employés. 
as in the case of the dry goods clerks, but 
with the employers themselves. And we may 
lay stress we the fact that, in this case, the 
employers themselves personally enter the 
lists for the improvement of. the condition of 
their emplovés. 

Parties who are not participants in this 
movement tight propound the question: 
Whence comes the fatigue and burden inci- 
dent to this business which is so easy in itself? 
Whosoever thinks thus, let him ask any

What They Are, Whence They 
Come and What They Do. 


The Relations Between Meteors and Comets-- 
The Nucleus--The Coma--The Tail. 


It is matter for speculative admiration to 
realize that a vast number of people whose 
habits of life are of the easy kind put them- 
selves to the trouble of rising at so unnsual 
an hour as 4 o’clock a.m.,for the sole purpose 
of making the acquaintance of the comet, 
which daily makes his appearance at that 
hour. The popular notions concerning com- 
ets are of the vaguest kind. It 
is true that the terror which 
these eccentric heavenly visitants inspired 
have yielded in great measure to the 
widened enlightenment upon scientific sub- 
jects which marks the present era of civili- 
zation. It was to be expected that in the un- 
critical ages of the world these ‘‘wonders” 
should also be looked upon as “‘signs;’”’ and 
‘the fiery and threatening appearance of large 
comets caused them to be regarded as the 
messengers of evil. A French poet long ago 
spoke of them thus:

Its tail 
‘gradually grew to the enormous length of 
50,000,000 miles. The Bright comet was dis- 

covered by Mr. Cruls, director of the observ- 
atory at Rio Janeiro, at about midnight on 
Septeniber 11. Mr. Cruls thought his comet 
might be the expected one of 1512, but other 
astronomers regard this as an oversight. 

Last Sunday morning by special invita- 
tion a Post-DISPATCH reporter —_ an in- 
structive hour with Prof. E. A. Engler, the 
gentiemanin charge of the observatory of 
the Washington University.

“There area number of widely difkering 
theories onthis point and none appear to 
be entirely satisfactory. The length of 
the ad) is in some cases Sv 
great that if we suppose it to 
be made of material held together as in the 
case of planetary bodies by cohesion, the 
velocity of its motion at its extremity would 
be so great that the tail

in spite of its cohesion. Itis easier to sup- 
pose that the matter of the tail is being 
continually reproduced from the sun and shot 
out backwards with immense velocity, but 
this view involves the transportation of mat- 
ter at a far greater velocity . than 
the laws of gravitation could account for. 
Another view supposes that not only the 
nucleus but also the tail consists of a great 
number of minute meteoroides which become 
luminous from their contact with each other 
by sgtting free glowing gas. But 
there are objections raised on the spectra 
of comets which this view cannot answer. 
Another view which has received considerable 
support in America that the comet Is some 
sort of an _ electric display, but the 
evidence on this point,obtained from the spec- 
troscope, is by no means conclusive. It in- 
volves that the sun should be very highly 
electrified either positively or negatively, but 
the evidence obtained by observations made 
upon the disturbances seen in the sun shows 
that great changes in the electrical state are 
continuallytaking place,and it is by no means 
certain that these charges are always 
in the same direction as the theory would re- 
quire. The truth is that in the want of exact 
knowledge on this subject itis perhaps better 
to keep one’s mind open for new impres- 
sions.’
